The barn should boe well Haghtil, Sev-
eral disenses e the result of badly
Hghted barns due to the fact that they
are too dark and the sudden chinnges
from the dorkpess w0 the bright light
cavses n weakness and then disease.
You do not wunt too much or too lttle
light. The windows should be placed
ns bigh ax the horsew’ heads or o tride
ifigher aud ot the right augle =o s pot
to allow the Hght to strike the horses
directly in the eyes. There shoukl be
plenty of Ughit by all” means

We should have good air in our
barns, o8 It s essential to the bealth
of the horse. It Is well to huve the
windows subove the borse's head so
thut n drect deaft will pot strike the
horse. Windows should be on two
sides of the barn, so that the air way
pass In from the one side und ont the
other, HBe sure the alr tn the barn s
pure. A good way to find out the pon-
ditlon of the alr in the barn is to no-
tice the air as you go In from the out-
side luto the barn. BSee thut It smells
fresh and clean, If It Is good for you
it will probakly suit the borse all
right. Coupnt your air space by the
number of windows you bhave, and do
not take Into copsideration the doors.
Do not depend upon fresh alr coming
through crncks nnd creviceos vither. It
Is not o good Iden,

The horses should have a regular
smount of feed and be fed according
to the wize of the horse and the
amount of work it is dolng They
should recelve a balanced ration that
I8 fed at regular periods. They should
have salt before thewm all the thne
Feod good feed and see that It Is not
moldy. Bad results come from feed
ing moldy fesd. e sure you fesd ac
vording to the amount of work the
horse does, Hoave o palr of senles and
welgh your feed and hay A good
many horses wuste from one-half to
one-thind of the hay. Some men plle
the mangers fall and let the horse eat
what #t wants, then nse the rest for
hedding  Welgh it a time or two, and
then you will have an estimate of the
amognt you shonld feed Allow the
hotse to clean up the manger aftor
fesding, and it will avold part of the
trouble with colle

There are many vagne and foollsh
potlots entertalned on the subject of
Inbreeding, says Hoard’'s Dalryman
Like everything else in this world that
is good for anything, it is enpable of
evil as well as good results. Knives
have been used to stab people, ropes to
bnng them and water to drown them,
vt po mon of common sense wonld
fail on that mecount to make a right
nee of knlves, ropes and water. The
snfext way of Inbreeding, so far ns out
ohserviation goes, 1s from sire to dangh-
ter. There ls one rale that should al
ways be watchfully observed:

Never iInbreed helfer or cow that
shows a lnek of constitutional vigor.

Keop that Idea foremost. Also, with
ke pertinency. never Inbreed to a slre
who shows any signs of Incking In con.
stitutionnl vigor. Now, within those
two rond fencea it Is safe and very
often advantageous to breed a daungh-
tor back to her sire. This should be
practiced In breedlng grade cows a
great deal more than it 18 done, with
close observanee of the foregoing rules,
It should always be remembered that
Inbreeding 1= an intensifier. It Inten-
sifles n wenkness just the same ns It
mny Intensify strength, talent or en-
pacity In any given direction,

Now, suppose we start with a pnre
tret] bull and a herd of cows of mixed
breeding.  The heifers got by that une
fon Inherit 50 per cent of the stralght
tilood of the sire and an equal amount

The Holstein cow Is one of the
most magnificently goenvrous oroi.
tures on earith. Bhe will give liber-
ally and unfinggingly to the fortu-
nate mupn who possedses her, but
she has the Inherent and irrevooas
ble solf respect of all naturally ore-
nted things Bhe will not give
something for nothing or WwWorse
than nothing. It Is gratifying to
her admirers to reflect that the man
who starves or otherwise mistrents
one of these splendid animals will
not proft much thereby., The Hol-
steln cow Mo Rector 1L produced
In one year 2,08 pounds of milk
containing Wil pounds of butter
fat, not & great revord for s Hol
steln, but vastly greater than the
ordinary run of cows

of the undesirnble bLlood, tendeocles
and scatterod bheredities of thelr moth-
ore.

When you come to breed these helf-

ors, If you pgo outslde fgg a sire, the
serub blood they Inberitel from their
mothers Is just as prepotent and often
more w0 than the pure bred blood of
| thelr slre,  Bot breed them back to
| thelr sire—If be Is o good one—=and the
| helfers from that unlon will contain 5
| per cent of the blood of the sire. 1In
Ioll‘lul‘ words, they nre three-quarters
fubreed. This Inbreeding mukes themn
answer back o all subseqoent breed-
| ing n great deal stronger than Iif they
| were bred from another sire even If
| In the same loe.

We should so breed our cnttle as to
concentrute as far ns It Is safe the
hest herodity we can obtaln.  Starting
with the blood of n very desirable ball,
the universal practice is to dllute and
Alffuse that valuable beredity. The
cunsequence 1s that the valuable quall:
ties of the original bull are very soon
80 widely seattored as to be of small
necount,

Skiliful breeders lke Dauncey with
nls Stoke Pogis herd of Jerseys no
managed bis Intense Inbreeding as 1o
incrense size and strength of constitu
tlon. It can be done If suMclont eare
Is had at every step in the way 1o
pulld on constitutional vigor. With
out that our cuttle are falluros any-
way.

Pasture For Live Stock.

There ia nothing that Is quite so pal
atnble for nny cluss of farm Hve stock
as groen pusture  Stock will do better
in growth and production and will re
waln in better health and condition o
groen pasture than oo anythiog vlnw
Silage and alfaifs hay ecume the pear
est to It and offor the fnest substl
tutes In winter fesding for the grasses
of June, Too Hitle attention has beon
pikd te foruge erops for swine The
groatest and most popular growth s
made by the plgs onder 100 pounds
welght After that welght has been
| mttnined his growth s slower und maors
expensive. Hut In elther pertod of his
Hfe pothing helps so much Lo a proper
growth aond development as do gres
pasture in summer sl good nifalfa
hay o the winter, to which may b
| ndded a little stinge.

Baving the Young Pigs,

If you have not ulrendy built n sult
able i) in your farrowling pens or cots
it should be done at once There are
two things that will belp to save the
voung plgs perbhaps more thun any
other. These nre to give the sow plen
t¥ of rapge before farrowing and to
provide a sultable mil in the cot for
the Nttle plgs.  Anocthor very vitally
Important matter is to use care In foed
ing While the sow noeds sultable
feed. overfesding will bring about a
teverish candition which will react on
the plgs unfavormbly If opot fatally
Give the sow 8 thin slop and plenty of
| fra=h water for severs) days after far
Yeowing and then gradually Increase
her feed

Sweet potntoes are grown by

menns

of sets or sprouts which grow Irom
the root bude, It 1s best to st them
from soed growers or gardencrs, They

require warm, thoderntely viob, sandy
jund, 1f the land s too fertlle there
will be a lnrge growth of toj at the ax-
pense of the root. The plauts may be
set out from the middle of May untid
the 1st of July or after the Inte frosts
Are OVer.

The potintoes may be grown on the
level, bnt a ridge u=ually is preforred.
Iu the garden ridging may be done
with a hoe, making the ridge about
elghteen Inches broad amd six inches
bigh. The rows should be from thres
and a half to four feet apart. Set the
plants nlong the center of the ridge—
they should be nbout two feut apart--
and I the soll is molst It 18 only neces-
wiry to dip the roots o water befors
setting.  But If It Is unusually dry st
this time It will be ndvantngoeous toa
gprinkle the plants ocenslonnlly,

When the plants are smnll they
should be cultlvated often enongh to
kill the weads and keep n mellow sar-
foce.  Later on the vines thomselves
will vover the ground; then cultivae-
tion I lmpracticable an well o8 undes
sirnble. After the vines nre too large
to cultivate they should be Nfted oo
caxlonnlly or they nree lkely to tnke
root at the fJoints nod keep on forming
more vines with bno roots In the hill
Inrge enough for use, The vines should
b fed onee 0 weelk Every vine
should be Joose from BHE o tip,  This
Witng way b done very eapldly with
n pltelfork, but some care must be
tken, ~hkunsos | adoastrin st
